STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire,  Qualified  to  Vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Union  Hall,  in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday, 
the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

2.  To  bring  in  your  votes  for  the  election  of  Delegates-at-Large,  Al- 
ternate Delegates-at-large,  Dsitrict  Delegates  and  Alternate  District  Delegates 
to  the  National  Conventions  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  Parties  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  President  and  Vice- 
President  ( of  the  United  States. 

3.  To  hear  all  reports  and  act  thereon. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  for  the  support 
of  poor,  building  and  repairing  highways  and  bridges,  fire  department, 
Memorial  Day,  street  lights  and  all  other  town  charges. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  for  State  Aid  Maintenance,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  for  Trunk  Line  Maintenance,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,869.50  for  State  Aid  Construction,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot 
the  sum  of  $2,151.75,  to  be  expended  on  the  "Turnpike,"  so-called,  beginning 
where  work  ended  two  years  ago,  or  act  in!  any  way  relating  thereto,  as 
petitioned  for  by  Alfred  S.  Despres  and  Others. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  build  a  cement  sidewalk  on)  the 
east  side  of  North  Street,  in  East  Jaffrey  Village,  on  the  same  conditions 
as  the  sidewalks  previously  built,  beginning  at  the  land  of  Hiram  E.  Cutter, 
southerly  to  the  old  ash  sidewalk,  a  distance  of  about  667  feet,  raise  and 
appropriate  money  to  pay  for  the  same,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Charles  M.  Deschenes  and  others. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  motorized  fire-fighting 
apparatus  for  use  o$  its  fire  department,  as  recommended  by  the  NIew 
Hampshire  Board  of  Underwriters,  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  pay  for 
the  same,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  adopt  the  licensing 
system  forj  milk  dealers,  as  provided  in  Section  4,  Chapter  163,  of  tile 
Public  Laws.

or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum)  of 
money  to  provide  compensation  for  a  probation  officer  and  clerk  of  Jaffrey 
Municipal  Court,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  10,  1931 

Officers  elected:  Town  Clerk,  John  G.  Townsend;  Selectman  for  three 
years,  Fred  L.  Cournoyer;  Town  Treasurer,  John  G.  Townsend;  Highway 
Agents,  George  A.  Adams  and  Amedee  M.  Deschenes;  Chief  of  Police, 
Hubert  P.  O'Neil;  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  Perley  H.  Enos; 
Overseer  of  Poor,  Hubert  F.  O'Neil;  Water  Commissioner  for  three  years, 
James  B.  Perry;  Tax  Collector,  Hubert  F.  O'Neil;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  Bowman  F.  Cann;  Auditors,  Joseph  D.  Donahue,  Ralph  E. 
Boynton  and  William  T.  Leigh  ton;  Commissioner  of  Humiston  Park  for 
three  years,  Robert  L.  Whitehead. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  .to  appoint  the  remaining  of- 
ficers. 

Voted  to  elect  two  highway  agents  by  the  Australian  ballot. 

Voted  that  the  polls  remain  open  till  7  P.  M.  and  be  then  closed. 

Voted  that  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  be  accepted  as  printed  in 
the  town  reports.

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  State  Aid 
Maintenance,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot  the  sum  of  $3,000.00. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Trunk  Line 
Maintenance,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot  the  sum  of  $2,000.00. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,846.25  for  State  Aid 
construction,  upon  condition  that  the  State  allot  the  sum  of  $2,134.50. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $350.00  to  drain  and  grade 
the  corner  north  of  the  watering  tub  at  Jaffrey  Center,  the  money  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  highway  agent  for  that  section  of  the 

town. 

Voted  that  the  town  accept  as  a  public  highway  the  Street  known  as 
Etna  Street.  The  same  being  a  street  leading  from  Stratton  Street  in  a 
southerly  direction  by  the  residence  of  Arthur  J.  Varville  and  Frank  H. 
Thayer. 

Voted  to  pass  over  Article  10.  In  reference  to  repair  of  road  leading 
to  residence  of  Oscar  Hannula. 

Voted  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  highway  committe  for 
permanent  improvement  of  town  highways;  that  the  sum  of  $4,400.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated,  and  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  appropriated  from  the 
amount  heretofore  appropriated  under  the  Selectmen's  estimate  for  high- 
ways; the  whole  amount  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  in  addition  to  the 
Selectmen's  estimate  to  assist  the  Jaffrey  Nursing  Association  and  hereafter 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  yearly. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $300.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  town 
surveys. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  accept  from 
Walter  A.  Lindsay  a  deed  for  a  drain  and  sewer,  with  right  to  maintain 
the  same,  from  North  Street  in  East  Jaffrey  Village,  westerly  and  northerly 
across  the  premises  of  said  Lindsay,  on  condition  that  said  sewer  is  here- 
after maintained  by  the  town  for  the  accommodation  of  said  permises. 


Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  pro- 
vide for  a  swimming  instructor  and  life  guard  at  Conboocook  Lake  during 
July  and  August,  under  the  direction  of  the  Jaffrey  Parent-Teachers  Asso- 
ciation. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds 
of  the  town,  to  the  amount  of  $7,000.00  payable  $500.00  annually,  beginning 
with  January  1,  19'33,  upon  the  most  favorable  terms  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bonds  Act,  the  proceeds  to  be  used 
to  take  up  "notes  given  by  the  Water  Commissioners  for  extensions  to  the 
water  system.

Following  is  the  progress  report  of  the  Survey  of  Streets  to  January 
31,  1932. 

Surveys  were  made  as  follows:  K-K  road  from  Oak  to  the  eastern  end, 
Short  and  Pine  Streets,  Cross  Street  and  Old  Peterboro  Road  to  North 
Street.  Main  Street  from  School  to  Charlonne  and  Charlonne  Street  to 
River  Street.  A  survey  was  made  fro!m  the  Rindge  Line  inear  the 
"Michigan  Lot",  where  it  ended  the  previous  year,  northerly  along  the 
shore  of  Contoocook  Lake  and  the  old  trotting  park/  to  Squantum  Road 
near  the  Bath  House.  This  was  made  to  tie  in  the  two  surveys  of  the 
previous  year. 

All  surveys  made  this  year  were  closed  circuits  and  tied  into'  previous 
surveys. 

Measurements  of  the  ground  plan  of  buildings  on  Charlonne  Street 
were  completed. 

Record  plans  of  new  sewers  were  made  for  the  Sewer  Department.

1931  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT 

Reference  to  the  report  of  expenditures  for  improving  Stratton  Road, 
Ellison  and  School  Streets  shows  that  costs  were  somewhat  in^  excess  of  the 
estimates. 

On  Stratton  Road  a  new  type  of  surfacing,  called  "Bitumul",  was  used 
which,  while  costing  somewhat  more  than  Tarvia,  i$  expected  to  reduce 
future  maintenance  costs. 

Nine-tenths  mile  was  improved  on  Stratton  Road,  <at  the  rate  of 
$2500  per  mile  for  preparation  and  gravel,  and  $1800  per  mile  for  surfacing. 
On  Ellison  and  School  Streets,  five-tenths  mile  was  improved,  at  a  cost  of 
$2500  per  mile  for  preparation  and  gravel,  and  $900  per  mile  for  Tarvia. 

This  year  it  is  proposed  to  follow  the  program  as  nearly  as  possible. 
It  is  expected  that  Common  Road  and  South  Hill  Road  to  Top  of  Hill  in 
Jaffrey  Centre,  and  Cross  Street  in  East  Jaffrey  will  be  improved  and 
surface-treated;  that  Gilmore  Pond  Road  from  Rindge  Road  to  the  section 
already  improved  will  be  improved;  and  that  the  balance  of  the  funds  will 
be  expended  on  Thorndike  Pond  Road  and  Upper  Dublin  Road. 

There  is  great  necessity  for  the  discovery  and  opening-up  of  new  gravel 
pits  in  various  sections  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Jaffrey: 

I  submit  herewith  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  this  being  the  twenty-third  in  the  series  under 
union  supervision.  I  am  including  with  this  a  report  of  Head- 
master Beal  of  Conant  High  School. 

Co*  TJSie  enrollment  for  all  the  schools  for  the  present  year  is 
526,  the  same  as  the  registration  for  1930-31.  The  high  school 
shows  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history,  having  passed  the 
mark  of  one  hundred  with  ninety-nine  registered  at  the  present 
time.  K 

The  division  of  grade  eight  has  been  continued  this  year 
and  grade  seven  was  also  divided  on  account  of  its  large  size 

Grade  five  has  been  divided  into  two  sections  of  thirty  and 
forty-two  each,  the  first  section  being  in  the  Conant  building 
and  the  second  section  in  Union  Hall  building. 

The  first  grade  numbered  61  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
year  as  compared  with  forty  last  year.  It  was  thus  found  neces- 
sary to  divide  this  grade. 

There  was  one  change  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  high 
school  where  Miss  Evelyn  E.  Messer,  Keene  Normal,  1931,  succeeded 
Miss  Olive  Houston  as  teacher  of  Domestic  Arts. 

Miss  Mary  R.  Hurley,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  School, 
with  two  years  of  teaching  experience,  succeeded  Miss  Mary  A. 
Brown  as  teacher  in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  employment 
of  a  physical  training  instructor  was  discontinued  for  financial 
reasons.  Miss  Brown  had  carried  on  this  work  for  four  years 
with  good  results.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  department  may 
be  reinstated  later. 

Miss  Frances  E.  Jackson,  a  graduate  of  Keene,  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  second  fifth  grade,  and  Miss  Dorothea  Vanni, 
also  a  graduate  of  Keene,  was  chosen  as  teacher  of  grades  three 
and  four  to  succeed  Miss  Helena  Brown  who  took  Miss  Olive 
Cournoyer's  place  as  teacher  of  grade  two.  Miss  Bunker  was 
transferred  at  her  own  request  from  grade  four,  second  division, 
to  grades  one  and  two. 

Miss  Emma  La  Freniere  has  continued  her  work  as  school 
nurse,  and  has  given  careful  attention  to  the  health  conditions 
in  all  grades. 

During  the  period  of  scarlet  fever  outbreaks  Mrs.  Erne  Ruffini 
was  employed  to  give  her  entire  time  to  the  schools  and  thus 
relieve  Miss  La  Freniere  for  her  outside  demands  upon  her  time 
in  the  homes. 

The  evening  school  has  been  continued  this  year  with  a 
registration  of  thirty-five  pupils  with  the  general  courses  offered. 
There  has  been  a  good  attendance  in  the  commercial  work,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  financial  considerations  will  make  it 
necessary  to  give  up  this  department  of  our  school  work  next  year. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  chemistry  laboratory  was 
equipped  with  new  tables  and  a  hood,  giving  ample  room  for 
the  two  large  sections  who  have  elected  chemistry  this  year. 

The  tables  installed  can  easily  be  rearranged  to  be  used  for 
the  study  of  physics,  thus  allowing  the  former  physics  laboratory 
to  be  used  as  a  general  class  room. 

The  former  supply  room  has  been  equipped  as  a  regular  class 
room  and  a  new  stock  room  partitioned  off  in  the  girls'  basement. 

The  high  school  building  is  now  filled  to  capacity. 

Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Whitcomb  of  Keene,  who  has  been  super- 
visor of  music  in  Troy  and  Fitzwilliam  for  several  years,  began 
her  work  in  music  in  our  schools  in  September,  succeeding  Miss 
Ethel  C.  Grimes,  who  has  given  faithful  and  efficient  service 
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during  the  past  twelve  years. 

The  schools  of  Jaffrey  with  the  schools  in  the  other  towns 
constituting  supervisory  union  No.  28  have  arranged  to  run  thirty- 
seven  instead  of  thirty-six  weeks  this  year,  the  teachers  working 
the  longer  school  year  for  the  same  salary  formerly  paid  for 
thirty-six  weeks.  This  enables  the  schools  to  make  up  for  lost 
days  occurring  during  the  school  year. 

The  financial  conditions  existing  at  this  time  makes  is  neces- 
sary that  the  school  board  shall  reduce  their  budget  to  meet  these 
conditions.  These  reductions  have  been  made  with  great  care 
and  with  every  effort  to  prevent  reducing  the  efficiency  of  our 
schools. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers, 
pupils,  parents,  and  all  interested  citizens  whose  support  and 
co-operation  are  essential  to  the  successful  administration  of 
our  schools.

To  Lewis  S.  Record,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  East  Jaffrey,  N.  H. 

The  following  is  my  second  annual  report  as  Headmaster  of 
Conant  High  School. 

Teachers 

There  are  four  full  time  teachers  in  the  high  school  and 
three  teachers  who  have  some  of  their  work  in  the  grades,  also. 
Mr.  Forcier  has  charge  of  the  seventh  grade.  Miss  Messer  has 
cooking  and  sewing  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  and  Mrs. 
Whitcomb  has  charge  of  music  in  the  high  and  grade  schools. 

Enrollment 

While  the  total  enrollment  for  the  year  is  one  hundred  two, 
the  actual  membership  of  February  first  was  ninety-nine,  of 
which  thirty-five  are  boys  and  sixty-four  are  girls.  This  is  an 
increase  of  seventeen  over  last  year's  number.  These  are  dis- 
tributed by  grades  as  follows:

A  Growing  School 

With  the  graduation  of  the  present  senior  class  of  twelve 
the  high  school  will  increase  in  numbers  very  considerably.  The 
present  sophomore  class  will  be  the  smallest  with  a  membership 
of  nineteen,  while  the  future  entering  classes  are  large.  There 
is  only  one  room  in  the  high  school  which  can  accommodate  a 
class  of  twenty-five  pupils  conveniently,  and  next  year  we  shall 
have  three  classes  with  over  that  number  in  each. 

The  enrollment  of  over  forty  in  Chemistry  this  year  made  it 
imperative  that  we  have  additional  equipment  and  supplies  in 
this  department.  The  new  laboratory  tables,  fume  hoods,  duriron 
sinks,  etc.,  are  of  the  best  modern  design  and  represent  a  per- 
manent investment  that  will  be  appreciated  more  and  more  as 
time  goes  on.  These  tables  are  adjustable  and  may  be  converted 
easily  into  Physics  units  for  the  alternate  years. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Evelyn  Messer  the  scope  of  the 
Domestic  Arts  Department  has  been  extended  to  include  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  There  are  over  seventy-five  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  cooking  classes  this  fall.  Among  their  accomplish- 
ments are  the  preserving  for  home  and  school  use  of  vegetables, 
fruits,  jellies,  and  pickles,  several  breakfasts  and  luncheons  have 
been  served,  and  two  teas  for  the  mothers  have  been  held.

Scholarship.  At  the  1931  graduation  exercises  the  following 
awards  were  made:  Highest  honors  in  History,  Gerald  Cournoyer; 
best  all-round  girl,  Marion  Gill;  best  all-round  boy,  Russell 
Garabrant.  This  year  there  will  be  an  award  by  the  East  Jaffrey 
Woman's  Club  for  excellence  in  English,  and  a  prize  for  the 
winner  of  the  American  Legion  Essay  contest. 

Washington,  D.  C.  Trips.  Each  Freshman  class  decides 
whether  or  not  it  wants  to  make  the  Washington  trip  during  its 
senior  year.  If  this  decision  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
School  Board,  each  individual  must  save  twenty-five  cents  per 
week  for  thirty-six  weeks  each  year.    Thus  at  the  end  of  their 
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senior  year  each  pupil  has  saved  thirty-six  dollars  of  the  fifty 
which  seems  to  be  the  average  expense  for  this  seven-day  trip.

When  the  storm  signal  blows  at  eleven 
o'clock  that  means  that  classes  continue  until  one  o'clock  and  the 
pupils  get  credit  for  the  afternoon  session.  Parents  can  co-operate 
by  making  other  plans  when  they  hear  this  signal.  Finally  it  is 
most  gratifying  to  us  teachers  to  know  that  parents  are  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  and  will  come  and  talk  over 
their  children's  problems  with  us.  At  the  Parent  Teachers' 
Visitors'  Night  last  December  over  one  hundred  and  ten  parents 
and  friends  came  and  saw  the  school  in  session.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  Year  Ending"  January  31,  1932 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  I  am  able  to  report 
the  general  co-operation  that  has  been  given  me  the  past  year  in 
performing  the  duties  of  this  office.  Everyone  seems  to  be  more 
interested  as  regards  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
town,  thus  making  it  a  safer  and  more  desirable  place  in  which 
to  live. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  there  has 
not  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness. 

In  library  hall  Sept.  24,  a  conference  under  the  division  of 
maternity  infancy  and  child  hygiene  of  the  state  board  of  health, 
supervised  by  Miss  E.  H.  Corriel,  field  nurse,  and  the  P.  T.  Asso- 
ciation, 85  children  of  pre-school  age  were  examined.  Fifty-three 
were  found  to  be  defective  and  the  parents  advised  as  to  treat- 
ment. The  examining  physicians  were  Dr.  F.  C.  Sweeney,  Dr. 
G.  W.  Bassow  of  Jaffrey  and  Dr.  C.  H.  Cutler  of  Peterborough. 

Owing  to  the  unsanitary  condition  of  certain  sections  it  has 
been  necessary  to  build  between  eight  and  nine  hundred  feet  of 
sewer. 

The  drinking  water  from  both  reservoirs  have  been  tested 
the  usual  number  of  times  and  pronounced  good  and  satis- 
factory reports  from  milk  inspection  have  been  received.
